L. Frank Ottofy and his wife, Sarah 
B. Ottofy, and the Banner Iron Works, 
are restrained temporarity, by an order 
issued Saturday by Circuit Judge Sale, 
from proceeding with the erection of 
a high. metal fence between the Ottofy 
residence at 5820 Clemens avenue and 
the Clemens apartment house, which ad- 
joins. They must show cause next 
Thursday why a permanent injunction 
should not be issued against them. 

The order was issued at the instance 
of Claude E. Vrooman, proprietor of 
the Clemens. He alleges that iron bar- 
riers are beg erected against all the 
windows of the Clemens, shutting out 
the air and obstructing the view, and 
that the work is inspired by malice. 

The Banner Iron Co. is made a de- 
fendant because it is alleged that a 
contract has been made for the com- 
pany to do the work, 

Vital W. Garesche, one of the attor- 
neys for Vrooman, says that, when the 
Clemens was built, Ottofy offered to 
sell his property to Vrooman for $1k,- 
0, but that the offer was declined. 
The fence is 100 feet long and 85 feet 
high. Ottofy says it is not a “spite 
fence,’’ but dwellers at the Celmens say 
it is. 
“IT don’t want to be placed in the light 
of bullding a ‘spite fence,’ ’’ said Mr. Ot- 
tofy Saturday. ‘I am just screening the 
windows of the apartment house because 
i have no desire to intrude on_the pri- 
vacy of those who live there. 
“The apartment house is yniy 15 feet 
from my line. If I were those people 
i wouldn’t want the family next door to 
iook into my windows. So vou see, I am 
doing them a favor by putting up the 
fence. 
‘“T am merely assuring them that pri- 
yacy which they would enjoy if my 
residence were not so clcse to them and 
which they might have without the 
fence if they were always careful to pull 
down the shades.” 
The fence wi. be as opakue and al- 
most as thick as the outer shell of a 
battleship. 

Overlook the Yard. 
Mr. Ottofy’s yard is about all the 
scenery the dwellers on that side of 
the Clemens have a chance to seeand 
they have been enjoying the view, but 
they won’t do it much longer. 
They were so put out when the 
work on the spite fence was begun 
that they told the police about it 
and the work was stopped because 
the workmen had no permit from the 
Building Commissioner. 
Saturday Building Commissioner 
Smith decided that Mr. Ottofy does 
not have to have a permit to put up 
a fence inside of his own building 
line. 
“He can make it a thousand feet high 
if he wants to, so long as he braces it 
and makes it safe,’’ said Mr. Smith.

Suspended at the top of a pole by a 
safety belt, Frank Schluter, a lineman 
for the Bell Telephone Co., hung uncon- 
Scious for half an hour in the presence 
of a crowd of persons who were at- 
tracted to the scene. 

Schluter was repafring wires in an 
alley near Russell an@ Compton avenues 
when a small hand telephone ‘he was 
using became connected with a highly 
charged electric wire. 

When he climbed to the top of the 


pole he carried with him a kit of tools 
and the jtelephone, which he used in 
communigating with the linemeén’s head- 
quarters. 

Fastening his Safety belt to the cross- 
bars, he worked for 10 minutes locating 
a Wire which had been reported “dead.” 
When he found it and repaired it he at- 
tached his telephone to it and called up 
“his. chief at the Grand Avenue Ex- 
change. 

Lecate Pair of Crossed Wires, 

Two men at work on another pole 
heard him ery. Looking up, they saw a 
blue flame playing about the telephone 
receiver at his left ear. He fell back- 
ward, dropping the telephone. 

The men who heard his cry had jusi 
located a pair of crossed wires 50 feet 
from where Schluter hung unconscious 

They feared that it- would be certain 
death to go to his rescue, as they them- 
selves would receive the deadly current 
if they touched his body. 

They turned in a fire alarm and a 
hook and ladder truck arrived a few 
minutes later. 

Ladder Used by Firemen, 

The firemen ran up a long ladder with- 
in two feet of the pole, taking care not 
to touch the wires. Just as two of them 
reached the top of the ladder Schluter 
opened his eyes. 

“Don’t be afraid to touch me, boys,” 
he said, ‘“‘there’s no current’ going 
through me. I just got a shock from 
the telephone.’’ 

Dr. W. H. Fuche attended Schluter 
after he had been taken down. 

It was found that his left ear was 
badly burned, but the physician does 
rot think his hearing will be affected. 
He was taken to hfs home at Texas 
avenue and Cherokee street,

“Those anxious to centralize power 
in the Federal Government must blush 
when they review the condajtions un- 
der which we have lived for years.

Late Friday afternoon Judge Carland 
refused to take the case from the jury 
on the claim of Lewis’ attorneys that 
the Government had not proved its cage. 
The Government attorneys put an end 
te their testimony Friday afternoon be- 
cause they considered they had made 
their case and did not want to burden 
the jury with more evidence than neces- 
sary. The trial already had taken up 
10 days and probably will cousume all of 
next week. 

Discusses Lewis’ Intentions. 

In opening his statement Judge Bar- 
cley told the jury that the real question 
for them to determine was the purpose 


and intention—whether it was honest or 


cenceived in fraud—of Lewis in organ- 


ization of the People’s Bank. 


Judge Barclay took up the 16 state- 


ments jn the indictments, going to make 


up the traud charge laid at Lewis’ door 
by the Governruent, detailing the de- 
fense on each of the 16 points 

In answering the charge that Lewis 
failed to keep his promise to put into 
the bank dollar for dollar for every 
subscription, Judge Barclay said that 
Lewis really purposed and intended to 


do so by “using every dollar he could 
raise or command.’ Testimony was in- 
troduced by the Government to show 
that Lewis did not put a dollar into the 
bank. That the organization of the bank 
was without thought of fraud would be 
proved to the jury, Judge Barclay said. 


He said that when the bank was in

course of organization the purchasers of 


stock signed a memorandum, on their 


subscription blanks, providing for the 


organization of’ the bank in whatever 
manner Lewis should deem best. 


Lewis Shows Strain. 
Judge Barclay argued that Lewis 
would have been able to keep up the 
dividend payments on the Lewis Pub- 


lishing Co. stock, which he gave in ex- 


chenge for People’s Bank stock, if the 
publishing company had been allowed 
to continue its work unmolested. He 
referred to the withdrawal of second- 
class mailing privileges from two of 
Lewis’ publications, practically demoral- 
izing the resources of the company. 

While Judge Barclay was addressing 
the jury Lewis sat at the counsel ta- 
ble just behind Barclay.

Harding of Martin, Ten», expressed 
this theory to B. M. Comins, proprietor 
of the rooming house at 2321 Whittemore 
place, where the young bank clerk took 
acid. 

The letter found among his effects is 
from Mrs. J. M. Logan of Dallas, Tex., 
wife of a national\ bank examiner, and 
mother of Virginia Logan, the young 
girl whose portrait young Harding dis- 
played to fellow boarders as that of his 
sweetheart. 

The senior Harding’s theory, accord- 
ing to Comins, is that the young girl 
refused to marry his son after learn- 
ing that he was not rich, at first ole 
posing he was because he lived at the 
home of a millionaire uncle, Noah Hard- 
ing, at Fort Worth. 

Tells of Gift to Girl. 

The letter from Mrs. Logan to Hard- 
ing conveys the impression that she 
liked young Harding personally, but 
did not want to give him too much hope 
of winning her daughter. She referred 
to the fact that Harding had sent 
Virginia a box of chocolates while she 
was ill of appendicitis. 

‘TI may be mistaken and I don’t want 
to give you any false hope,’’ Mrs. Lo- 
gan wrote, “but it seemed to me that 
when’ she (Virginia) received your note 
and the chocolates, a brighter light 
came into her eyes than I’ve seen there 
for some time. 

This letter was dated Oct. 1. Mrs. 
Logan addressed Harding as “my dear 
boy” and signed herself “your adopted 
mother.” She admonished him to be a 
good bcy and te not neglect going to 
cl urch and sent nim her love. But it is 
noticeable that she did not send her 
daugnter’s love. 

The elder Harding denies 
trouble had anything to do with 
son’s suicide. 

Fellow boarders at the Comins house 
noticed that young Harding had a pho- 
tograph of a pretty and very young 
girl in his room. The night before he 
killed himself he called Eugene Bach- 
man and Louis Bierck into his room and 
showed them the picture. He told them 
it was his sweetheart and inquired if 
they didn’t think she was pretty. 

He called Mrs. Comins into his room 
Thursday and showed her the photo- 
graph, aiso. 

H, W. Harding arrived in St. Louis 
Friday night and started with the 
body of his son Saturday morning 
for Murray, Ky., the former home of 
the family.

The proclamation was signed in 
the Cabinet room, to which had been 
admitted Senators Carter and Dickson 
of Montana and Warner of Missouri, 
besides a number of residents of Okla- 
homa and newspaper representatives. 

Proclamation Signed. 

It was exactly 10:16 o’clock when Sec- 
retary Loeb threw open the double doors 
leading from the President's private of- 
fice, He had the procl: tion in his 
hand. He laid it on the large square 
blotter at the President’s position at the 
head of the Cabinet table. The Presi- 
dent entered and took his seat at once. 
He was handed the long eagle quill pen 
by the Secretary. 


Lifting the lid from the inkstand, the 
President dipped his pen and wrote his 
name in large letters. When he had 
finished his signature the President 
picked up a small blotter, with which 
he blotted his name, anl then, looking 
up, he exclaimed: 

“Oklahoma is a State.’’ 

At this instant Albert Hammer of 
Enid Okla. a clerk in the Land Office, 
stepped forward and askea: Mr. Presi- 
dent, may I have that blotter?” 

The President picked up the small 
blotter and handed it to him with the 
remark: ‘‘There were more requests for 
me to use particular pens than there 
are letters in my name.” 

The blotter contained a distinct im- 
pression of the President’s signature re- 
versed. - 

Took Only a Minute. 

The signing and all the incidents con- 
nected therewith occupied but one min- 
ute, and at their conclusion the Presi- 
dent bowed himself back to his private 
office with the remark: ‘‘Good morning, 
gentlemen.” 

A slight delay from the original plan 
of having the proclamation signed at 
exactly 10 o’clock is expiained simply 
by the statement that the President 
was occupied with his mail up to the 
time he actually signed the document.

In a fire which destroyed Turner

The fire spread to surrounding butld- 
ings and the residences of Mrs. Mary 
Cunningham and Mrs. Anna Waiker 
caught fire. They were saved after the 
roofs had been damaged. An unoccu- 
pied frame building occupied formerly 
as a saloon, was destroyed. 

The mules were valued at $175 each, 
a total of $22,750, and the horses were

The fire caused a panic among resi- 
cents of a long row of frame houses 
immediately opposite the barn.

CHICAGO, Novy. 16.—Evelyn Caine Ro- 
madka was taken today to Jollet Prison. 
She was sentenced yesterday, when she 
pleaded guilty to burglary, to serve a 
term of from one te twenty years. The 
wife of the Milwaukee millionaire whose 
clandestine career in Chicago with a 
negro accomplice was recently revealed 
as that of a housebreaker and jewel 
thief received the amnouncement of her 
punishment calmly, without a shew of 
emotion. 

Mrs. Romadka will be taken the 
women’s department of the Penitentiary, 
across the street from the main prison. 
She will be placed in charge of the ma- 
tron and immediately assigned to a cell, 
where she will don her prison garb. 
Within a few hours she will be placed 
in charge of one of the women attend- 
ants and’ ushered into a workroom. 
There she will be assigned to work as 
a Sealnstress. 

Her principal labor will be the making 
of prison uniforms and shirts. ‘‘Stitch, 
stitch, stitch’’ will be all that she can 
do to relieve the monotony of her prison 
existence for at least 11 months. At 
the end of that time her friends may 
appeal to the Board of Pardons. 

Hearing Lasted 11 Minutes. 

Mrs. Romadka’s hearing in court last- 
ed exactly 11 minutes. Previous to the 
hearing there were charges in open 
court that the woman, mentally irre- 
sponsible, was being hurried to a con- 
vict’s cell in order to avoid exposing 
influential citizens in a scandal.

of “I don’t remember.” 

When any witness before a court, jury or grand 
jury testifies that he cannot remember recent 
and unusual transactions in which, it is inferred 
from his failure or refusal to deny the facts 
alleged, he had a special interest and played a 
prominent part, his hearers are morally con- 
vineed that he lies; but it is rare that an issue 
is made of the convenient evasion. 2 

The lying witness with a blank memory is an 
arch-foe to the administration of justice, the 
bane of procedure both criminal and civil. This 


torm of perjury is the particular allv of bribery, 


in which view it is no less a crime. Bribery 
hides behind perjury, and perjury’s common ex- 
cuse is “I don’t remember.”’ 

A man’s state of mind is by no means insus- 
ceptible of reasonable and convincing proof. It 
may be shown as easily as motive. It will be 
presumed that a sane man who is shown to have 
participated in a recent important trangaction 


. 3 as principal must have substantially the same 
“recollection of it that other participants have. 
+ “When the man who is charged with guilt is the 


only one of the participants who asserts that 


''*he does not remember the transaction, the case 


must seem plain to the ordinary mind. From 
the fact that he will not positively deny the facts 


+» +of guilt the inference that he must remember is 


stronger. 

The natural and spontaneous assertion of a 
tind which was actually innocent of recollection 
of a guilty transaction would be a positive asser- 
tion, a flat denial of guilty actions, instead of a 
calm, cautious “I don’t remember.’’ 

When a man will neither affirm nor deny a 
charge of crime, whcn every motive of worldly 
interest would impel him to declare his innocence 
if he dared, what is it but the recollection of the 
facis and the fear of committing a more easily 


~ provable perjury that are expressed in his “I 


don't remember’? 

If Circuit Attorney Sager can establish a prece- 
cent by bringing the false excuse within the law’s 
definition and fixing upon it the criminal char- 
acter of perjury, he will go far to rid the ad- 
ministration of justice of what, in the opinion of 
judges, is one of its most irritating and serious 
forms of hindrance. Once a way is found, perjury 
in any form will be blown out of court.

eountenaneed and frowned upon. 
Out here in the West no 
such important consideration 
sa is given the day, and while 
we all enjoy it and make holiday, we seldom place a sacred con- 
struction upon it. In the East it is a time for large fanuly reumions 
as is Christmas in the West and South. The Middle West, follow- 
‘Hig the ideals of the East, also has abandoned the game and by law 
the conference colleges have forbidden its members to meet on the 
The West being freer in its religious con- 
ceptions and more vigorous in its practical achievements, has elung 


iv pick Michigan the victor. To offset 
this factor, however, We have the game 
played on Terry Field, Ann Arbor, in 


the Michigan stronghold. ‘The immense 
; student body of 5000=8vith all the Wolv- 


erine rooters from the State, will go to 
gird up the loins of the Michigan men. 
Never before has a Michigan game at- 
tracted such widespread attention. 

It seems to me that Yost is a coach of 
the old’ sehool, and, believing that he 


can solve the forward pass, ete., he is 


making Homeric efforts to develop even 
more steam in the fest team of physical 
phenomenons. 

“Bummy"” Booth, formerly coach of 
Nebraska, some three years ago, made 
the statement that ‘‘Yost’s defense was 
immevable and his offense irresistible.’’ 
In the old days of five yards in three 
downs this was true, but under the new 
rules it is not. It seems as if Yost is 
trving to make his offense gain the 10 
vards as consistently with old-style tac- 
tics as he formerly did gain the five. I 
believe that Yost will lose, because his 
backs are not as good as the veteran 
backfield of Pennsylvania. The game 
should end about IL to &. 

Easy for Carlisle. 

The next most important intersection- 
able battle is the Minnesota-Carlisle 
game. Cariisle will bewilder the Goph- 
ers and defeat them by more than 2 
points. Cafron for Minnesota may kick 
a few goals, but I doubt it. The In- 
dians will very likely block some of 
his drop kicks and turn them into touch- 
downs.

ry of evolution may be said to foster 
infidelity. I don’t know of any other 
indication which might be detected in 
teachers or textbooks.”’ 

Dr. H. Stiles Bradley,. pad#tor of St. 
John’s Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, thinks that the ‘“‘cover-to-cover” 
believers in a ‘literal interpretation of 
the Bible have not advanced to twen- 
tieth century ideas. 

“The student of today,’’ Dr. Bradley 
said, “‘must be able to discriminate in 
the text of the Bible and to understand 
that the story of Jonah and the whale 
is a classic satire. 

‘“‘My experience and observation of the 
,textbooks used in our schools, colleges 
and universities is that they do not tend 
to foster infidelity. I believe there is be- 
ing developed under our modern system 
vith trained teachers and scientific texts 
and methods, a saner and more beautiful 
faith in God than the world-has ever 
seen. / 

“While even the elementary textbooks 
used in our public schools on such sub- 
jects as astromony, geology, biology and 
general history do make it impossible 
to hold certain traditional views of the 
Bible, they do not destroy faith in God, 
nor confidence in the Bible as an aid to 
find God.’’ 


Sees No Infidelity Here. 
Prof. J. S. Stevenson, pfincipai of the 


Penrose School, says that he does not 
believe a thorough investigation of text- 
books and teachers of the St. Louis 
public schools will reveal any evidence 
that infidelity is fostered. 

“Even though a man may. be wicked 
himself, he will not permit his children 
io be taught anyt):ing but that the Bible 
is the highest authority. No School 
Board would permit the use of text- 
books in the schools, nor would any pub- 
lisher have the temerity to place books 
before students which were not in con- 
formity with the accepted religious be- 
liefs of today,” he said. 

“T believe, from years of observation, 
that school teachers are inclined relig- 
jously, and while they do not teach the 
Rible as a text, their lives are a testi- 
monial of the highest principles as 
taught by the Bible, and I feel safe in 
saying that no teacner would be guilty 
of scoffing. 

“An investigation will prove that the 
Nible is not suffering any discredit and 
still 1s considered the authority for in- 
dividual: government.”
